XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for the months of April, 
May, and June, (928. 


April.—The month’s rainfall was, in the main, the outcome of two rainstorms in the latter part of 
the month, the 20th and 28th being the dates upon which the most substantial registrations were 
effected. Both were very valuable falls in certain districts, but at the close of the month there were 
still important areas where the normal purpose of pre-winter rains was still to be served, viz., the re- 
plenishment of water supplies, the promotion of the growth of pastures, and the softening of the soil 
for the plough. 

The bulk of the rainfall of the 20th fell over the Lower Great Southern districts and on the South- 
West Coast, where, in some instances, over 3 inches was measured for the 24 hours. North of Narrogin 
the gaugings fell off rapidly, and in the Midland country they were very patchy, while the outer Eastern 
areas received only the lightest of showers. On the 28th the distribution was largely reversed. The 
Great Southern, nearer Eastern and Southern Midland country recorded very few falls of importance 
while the Northern parts of the Wongan-Mullewa country and outer Eastern districts experienced 
very good downpours, ranging in general between three-quarters of an inch and an inch. Coastal 
falls on this occasion were on the light side, and some trivial showers which occurred during the open 
ing week did not materially increase the aggregates, except in the extreme South, where up to an inch 
was measured (at Denmark) on the opening day. 

The month closed with above-average totals throughout the lower Great Southern country, and 

t the majority of stations on the South-West Coast, and in the outer Eastern areas, and here and 
here in the far Northern parts of the wheat belt. The most serious shortages, especially when the 
incidence of the late March rains was taken into consideration, were experienced in the Moora and 
Upper Great Southern districts. 


Turning to the pastoral regions of the State, the only significant rains fell in the Gascoyne on 
the 27th and 28th. The averages were greatly exceeded around Sharks Bay, and light falls were 
noted Northward to Onslow, and inland to The Junction, Mt. N arryer and Cue, and the districts South- 
ward towards the wheat belt. On the Coolgardie Goldfields the same storm brought rains to the 
country between Kalgoorlie and the South Coast. In the Esperance agricultural country the totals 
were only slightly below average values. 


Some scattered thundershowers fell in the Tropics during the opening week, but only at Fitzroy 
Crossing was the average exceeded. In the East Kimberley the season was closing badly, the rainfall 
having been inadequate to permit the droving of large numbers of cattle to Wyndham. 


May.—The month fell into two strongly contrasted periods. The earlier, from the Ist to the 19th, 
saw a continuance of the dry conditions characteristic of the earlier months, and was broken only 
by some coastal showers, the most extensive of which occurred on the 9th, when a few Great Southern 
localities were also effected. Although mainly unimportant, these showers were heavy over the country 
between the Leeuwin and Albany. They represented the northernmost extensions of disturbances 
of considerable intensity which were passing in rapid succession over the Ocean far to the Southward. 


On the 19th one of these systems was noted off the Leeuwin, and in a more Northerly latitude 
than its predecessors. It brought the first winter rain, and relieved the situation over the greater 
part of the wheat belt, but fell short of requirements in many localities, including the Moora, nearer 
Eastern and Upper Great Southern agricultural areas. A similar distribution marked two subsequent 
rainstorms, which swept over the State on the 23rd and 26th respectively, but closely following upon 
the latter a fourth disturbance of much greater intensity set in. It developed slowly, and, despite 
heavy rains on the Coast on the 28th and 29th, no good inland falls were registered until the 30th, 
but the gaugings of that and the following day proved ample for all immediate purposes practically 
throughout the wheat-growing areas. The outstanding exceptions were the Newdegate and Ongerup 
districts, where more rain was needed at the close of the month. At the latter station the total fell 
short of normal by 139 points—the heaviest defect in the wheat belt. Elsewhere moderate shortages 
were the rule—a few exceeding half an inch, while, here and there, small excesses were noted; the North- 
ampton and Central Great Southern districts provided most of the latter. On the coast excesses were 
more common, but were still outnumbered by deficiencies, the extreme range being from 246 points 
above at Rockingham to 196 below at Bremer Bay. 


Useful pastoral rains accompanied the disturbance of the 23rd, and, to a lesser extent, those of the 
20th and 26th. The Fortescue, Gascoyne, Murchison, and North Coolgardie districts received the best 
falls, and the average was exceeded at most of the stations in those parts, but the lighter showers which 
affected the Southern Goldfields and parts of the De Grey were, in general, insufficient to make up the 
normal falls for the month. The Kimberleys experienced a rainless month. 


On the 30th the minimum barometer reading in connection with the disturbance then in control 
was noted. It was marked by a “line squall” of moderate severity, which did minor damage at 
Fremantle, Kelmscott, and some of the country towns. Hail also accompanied it, and the cold snap 
then that followed culminated in a light snowfall at Mt. Barker and on the neighbouring Ranges, 
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June.—The rainfall for the month was unusually light throughout the main wheat districts of 
the State—in fact, it was only due to falls on the closing day that record low aggregates for the month 
were not recorded. 

The opening day saw a continuance of the rainstorm that concluded the previous month, but 
the gaugings were trivial except in the Moora district and the extreme South (36] points at Denmark); 
An interval marked by light showers, mostly coastal, was followed by fairly good falls between the 
6th and 9th. On the former date these extended to the West Gascoyne and Southern Murchison, 
and on the latter to Yilgarn and Norseman-Esperance districts, but only in a light fashion. Another 
active rainstorm appeared on the 13th, but, after developing well on the Coast, especially between 
Geraldton and Roebourne, high pressure influences proved too powerful. Fairly good showers reached 
parts of the inland North-West, Murchison and Northern Midland country, and the South-West Coast, 
but only trivial patchy falls reached the remainder of the agricultural country. The resistance of the 
high pressures, which were retarded in their normal Eastward drift by a series of cyclones off the New 
South Wales Coast, dominated the situation during the ensuing fortnight, but on the closing day 
another rainstorm set in, bringing fairly heavy falls to the South-West Coastal and lower Great South- 
ern country, and moderate rain to other wheat-growing localities, while light to fair showers reached the 
Goldfields and parts of the Gascoyne. 

In the Kimberleys a few showers fell between the 7th and 12th, resulting in a slight excess for the 
month at Halls Creek. One or two West Gascoyne stations also exceeded the average, as did Den- 
mark (294 points above), and two other localities in the extreme South-West. Apart from these isolated 
exceptions, deficiencies were general. Over the agricultural country only about 50 per eent. of the 
normal June fall was received, and, while the coastal results were better proportionately, the shortages 
ranged from 1 to 2} inches.
